No. 10 OF 1971 

Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-second Year of the 

Republic of India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Calcutta Tramways Company 
(Taking over of Management) Act, 1967. 

Whereas the President has, by a proclamation made under article 356 
of the Constitution, published with the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Horne Affairs, No. G.S.R. 984, dated the 29th June, 
1971, assumed to himself all functions of the State Government of West 
Bengal ftnd all powers vested in, or exercisable by, the Governor of that 
State, and the said proclamation is still in operation; 

And whereas under the said proclamaticn references in article 213 of 
the Constitution to the Governor and to tb 2 Legislature of the State of 
West Bengal or the House thereof, shall be construed as references to the 
President and to Parliament or the Houses thereof respectively; 

And whereas both Houses of Parliament are not in session and the 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 213 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance: — 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Calcutta Tramways Company 
(Taking over of Management) Amendment Ordinance, 1971.
